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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's Remarks filed on September 21 , 201 0 
liave been carefully considered. Regarding Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 49 - 66, these have been considered but are not 

persuasive for the following reasons. 

Applicant traverses the rejection on the basis that Momose does not teach a film comprising an alloy having fibrils of a first polymer 
dispersed in a second polymer, where the fibrils have a thicknesses less than or equal to about 1 Mm and a width at least 5 times the 

thickness. 

In response to arguments, the Examiner respectfully directs Applicant's attention to the disclosure of Momose in Col. 3, lines 3-11, Each of 
the tapes 3 generally has a width of 75 |jm or more. The thickness of the tapes 3 is preferably in the range of 0.05 to 10 |jm, more 
preferably 0.1 to 5 |jm. Therefore, the tapes or fibrils taught by Momose anticipate both dimensional limitations for Applicant's fibrils in the 
instant claims. Furthermore, the combinations Momose Gash and Momose Desarzens render obvious all other limitations in this application 
as set forth above in the 1 03 rejection of claims 49 - 55 and 96 - 97; and 60 - 66 respectively.. 
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
